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The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  County  Manager’s  statement 
to  the  Comity  Council  in  introducing  the  estimates  for  the  financial  year 
1948/49 : — 

The  Public  Bodies  (Temporary  Provisions)  Order,  1947,  has  trans- 
ferred from  the  Health  Services  Account  to  a new  account  known  as 
“Sanitary  Services,”  the  following  items: — 

(1)  Water  Supplies. 

(2)  Sewerage  Schemes. 

(3)  Burial  Grounds. 

(4)  Domestic  Scavenging. 

(5)  Public  Lighting. 

(6)  Public  Sanitary  Conveniences. 

(7)  Donegal  Markets. 

(8)  Moville  Recreation  Ground. 

(9)  Bathing  and  Life-Saving  Appliances. 

All  these  items,  except  the  first  three  (i.e..  Water  Supplies.  Sewer- 
age Schemes  and  Burial  Grounds)  were  up  to  now  separate  or  local 
charges,  but  they  now  become  automatically  charges  over  the  entire 
county  under  the  Local  Government  (Sanitary  Services)  Act,  1948. 


Certain  other  items,  namely,  expenditure  under  the  Alii k and 
Dairies  Act;  the  cost  and  administration  of  School  Meals  in  the  Gael- 
tacht  area ; welfare  allowances  to  Blind  Persons,  which  were  formerly 
Healtli  Charges,  are  now  included  in  the  General  Purposes  Charges 
Account.

From  the  1st  April.  1948.  the  Urban  District  Councils,  or  the  Urban 
Sanitary  Authorities,  as  they  are  called,  cease  to.  be  responsible  for 
any  of  the  Health  Services  provided  under  the  Healtli  Act.  1947.  and 
1 related  legislation.  Their  functions  in  relation  to  Infectious  Diseases; 
Vaccination;  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  and  the  Free  Milk  Scheme, 
will  be  discharged  by  tiie  County  Council  which  becomes  the  sole  health 
Authority. 

A Consolidated  Health  Services  Grant  will  be  payable  to  the  ( c. 
Council  as  the  Health  Authority  under  the  Health  Services  (Financial 
Provisions)  Act,  1947.  in  substitution  for  grants  in  aid  of  expenditure 
on  Tuberculosis.  School  Medical  Services.  Venereal  Disease  Schemes, 
and  for  the  supply  of  milk  to  necessitous  children  ; and  the  licence  duty 
grant  payable  in  aid  c,f  medical  and  educational  expenditure,  salaries  of 
sanitary  officers,  maintenance  of  Mental  Hospital  patients,  and  five- 
eigihths  of  the  amount  payable  from  the  Fstate  Duty  Grant  on  behalf  of 
Public*  Assistance  patients.  Pending  clarification  of  the  system  of 
payment,  these  Grants  are  shown  in  the  Estimates  as  heretofore. 

Under  this  Act  (the  Health  Services  (Financial  Provisions)  Act. 
1947)  the  expenditure  on  recognised  Health  Services  fe.r  the  year 
ending  31st  March.  1948,  less  grants  or  other  receipts,  is  defined  as  the 
standard  health  expenditure,  and  increases  over  the  standard  health 
expenditure  in  future  vears  will  rank  for  recoupment,  subject  to  the 
over-riding  limitation  that  if  in  any  financial  year  the  health  expendi- 
ture exceeds  twice  the  standard  expenditure,  the  amount  payable  shall 
lie  recouped  by  one-half  of  such  excess.

HEALTH  SERVICES. 


As.  i have  already  mentioned,  the  former  Health  Service  is  now 
divided  under  two  heads — Health  and  Sanitary — and  the  expenditure 
during  the  year  more  or  less  corresponds  with  the  amount  provided. 

Taking  the  items  in  detail,  the  salaries  show  a decrease  of  £412. 
This  arises  from  the  fact  that  in  last  year’s  estimate  provision  was  made 
for  making  the  increases  retrospective. 

The  increase  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  is  expected  by  reason 
of  the  provision  of  additional  nurses  or  subsidies  to  Nursing  Associa- 
tions. An  increase  in  the  subsidies  to  Nursing  Associations  was 
authorised  since  last  year. 

'I  he  increase  in  the  main  under  the  other  heads  are  caused  by 
increased  fees  and  expenses,  and  the  reasons  are  obvious. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 


It  is  hoped  that  the  new  Sanatorium  in  Killybegs  will  be  opened 
tor  patients  before  the  year  is  far  advanced. 

In  our  other  County  Sanatoria  it  is  expected  that  all  the  beds  will 
he  occupied  to  full  capacity.  Increases  are  provided  for  practically  all 
he  other  institutions  owing  to  the  increased  cost  of  maintenance  and 
also  to  provide  for  an  increased  number  of  patients 

Whilst  a substantial  sum  is  provided  under  the  Housing  (Amend- 
mmit)  Ac_t,  1946,  for  additional  rooms,  I fear  that  it  will  not  be  much

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SANITARY  SERVICES. 


As  I have  already  mentioned,  a number  of  items  under  this  head 
were  formerlv  separate  or  local  charges. 

If  it  should  he  decided  to  finance  the  erection  of  the  Public  Sanitary 
Conveniences  by  way  of  loan,  the  total  amount  should  be  grouped  and 
o,ne  loan  raised  for  the  lot,  as  the  area  of  charge  is  now  the  entire 
county.  A loan  of  £3,500  would  be  sufficient  for  this  purpose. 

LOAN  CHARGES  — WATER  SUPPLIES 


This  sum  provided  for  the  repayment  of  principal  and  interest  on 
the  initial  instalments  of  the  loan  for  the  four  major  schemes  under 
consideration.  The  amounts  of  £11.000  for  new  Water  Schemes,  and 
£2,000  for  new  Sewerage  Schemes  will  be  raised  by  way  of  loan.

For  children  we  have  been  using  Tuberculin  Jelly  as  a preliminary  test, 
■while  for  adults  we  have  used  I*. P.D.  for  Man toux- testing.

A scheme  for  the  erection  of  22  houses  has  been  approved  by 
the  Minister  for  Local  Government,  according  to  plans  and  specifi- 
cations prepared  by  Messrs.  Corr  and  McCormick,  Architects,  Green- 
castle,  County  Donegal.

BALLYSHANNON  TOWN  COMMISSIONERS 

A Census  of  families  living  normally  in  the  Town  Commissioners’ 
houses  was  taken  in  April,  1948.  This  showed  that  there  were  nine 
four-roomed  houses  with  one  in  the  family  and  nine  similar  houses 
with  two  in  the  family.  Plans  for  a 50-house  Scheme,  drawn*  up  by 
Mr.  Frank  Gibney,  A.M.T.P.I.,  were  submitted  to  the  Department  of 
Local  Government  for  sanction.  The  Scheme  comprised: — 

Type  A — five  1-roomed  houses 
Type  A 1 — five  2-roomed  houses 
Type  A 2 — fifteen  3-roomed  houses. 

Mr.  Dermot  O’Reilly-Hyland,  A.R.I.C.S.,  was  appointed  to  make 
out  the  Bill  of  Quantities.  The  Scheme  is  divided  into  two  parts,  viz., 
part  one,  development  work,  and  part  two,  housing. 

Messrs.  T.  McMahon  & Co.,  Dublin,  were  appointed  as  contractors 
for  the  development  work  at  a cost  of £15,528  11s  5d.  The  develop- 
ment work  is  now  in  progress. 

It  is  proposed  to  buy  11  houses  at  Slate  Row,  Ballyshannon,  the 
property  of  the  Sheil  Estate  and  renovate  them  with  a view  to  giving 
them  a further  lease  of  life. 

On  the  present  site  at  Bachelor’s  Walk.  14  sites  are  being  made 
available  for  private  building.  These  sites  are  40  feet  wide  by  110 
feet  deep,  and  will  be  leased  at  £6  per  annum.

WATER  SUPPLIES  AND  SEWERAGE  SCHEMES 


From  several  localities  in  which  householders  had  long  distances 
to  travel  for  water  suitable  for  domestic  use,  applications  to  have 
wells  sunk  and  pumps  erected  were  received.  These  applications 
and  reports  from  the  Engineering  Staff  thereon  were  considered, 
with  the  result  that  in  all  cases  where  supplies  were  necessary  and 
the  water  could  be  obtained  at  reasonable  expense  the  work  of  sinking 
wells  and  providing  pumps  was  put  irt  hands. 

The  water  supply  to  the  towns  of  Ballybofey  and  Stranorlar 
had  appreciably  decreased  during  the  year.  Efforts  continued  to 
be  made  to  ascertain  the  cause  of  this.  At  the  close  of  the  year  the 
defect  was  discovered  and  remedied  and  an  ample  supply  was 
provided. 

Though  an  additional  pump  was  provided  at  Dungloe  during 
the  past  year  the  supply  to  this  town  is  still  insufficient. 

During  the  year  the  needs  of  almost  all  the  towns  in  the  County 
Health  District  not  yet  provided  with  water  supplies  were  considered, 
but  it  was  found  that  the  financial  resources  of  the  Council  would  not 
permit  of  supplies  being  immediately  provided,  and  it  was  accord- 
ingly decided  to  spread  the  works  over  five  years.  Herewith  is  given 
the  programme  of  works  which  the  Council  propose  to  carry  out 
during  the  coming  five  years. 

With  regard  to  sewers  very  little  work  was  done  beyond  ordinary 
maintenance  of  existing  sewers  and  for  financial  reasons  the  Council 
also  decided  to  spread  the  carrying  out  of  the  more  urgent  works 
over  a five-year  period.  Since  the  close  of  the  year  a tender  has 
been  accepted  for  the  extension  of  the  Rosses  Waterworks  to  Bur- 
tonport  and  tenders  have  been  invited  for  the  construction  of  a new 
sewerage  system  for  the  town  of  Rathmullan.

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SUMMARY  OF  REPORTS  RECEIVED  FROM  VETERINARY 

INSPECTORS

(ilenties  Area. 

Milk  Inspections  carried  out  during  the  year  1948  consisted  m 
having  35  samples  examined  and  tested  for  bacteria  count,  biological 
and  tuberculin  tests.  The  samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds  were  inspected  and  found  clean  and  in 
good  order.  There  were  254  cows  examined  and  those  affected  with 
anything  likely  to  affect  the  milk  were  stopped  from  supplying, 
isolated  and  put  under  treatment. 

Meat  Inspection:  The  slaughter-houses  were  well  kept,  being  clean 
and  having  a good  water  supply,  complying  with  the  regulations. 
There  were  587  carcases  examined  and  those  found  infected  with 
tuberculosis,  dropsy  and  inflammation  were  condemned  and  rendered 
unfit  for  human  food;  also  portions  of  carcases  for  injuries  and  decom- 
position; also  quantities  of  mince  meat. 

Bovine  Tuberculosis  Order : There  were  41  cases  reported  under 
this  order,  and  on  examination  9 were  found  positive  and  were  im- 
mediately slaughtered  and  compensation  awarded. 

Sheep  Scab : The  area  was  free  from  this  disease  during  the 
year,  although  a few  false  alarms  were  made  and  on  examination 
proved  negative.  All  sheep  were  dipped  according  to  regulations. 

Fairs  were  attended  and  all  livestock  exposed  for  sale  were 
inspected. 

Letterkenny  Urban  Area. 

During  the  year  1948  Inspection  of  the  Meat  Supply  consisted 
of  the  examination  of  327  carcases,  of  which  portions  were  condemned 
and  rendered  unfit  for  human  food,  owing  to  disease,  injuries,  and 
decomposition.  Carcases  with  tuberculosis,  dropsy  and  inflammation 
were  completely  condemned  and  rendered  unfit  for  food,  as  were  also 
quantities  of  mince  meat. 

Four  boxes  of  herrings  (15  dozen  in  each  box)  were  condemned 
and  buried  owing  to  decomposition. 

Milk  Supply : 25  samples  were  examined  and  those  forwarded 
to  Dublin  for  Biological  test,  Bacteria  count,  and  Tuberculin  test 
were  found  satisfactory  and  free  from  disease. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Order : Inspections  were  carried  out  and  cows 
examined.  Dairy  utensils  were  inspected.  A .number  of  cows  were 
suspended  from  supplying  milk  owing  to  mastitis,  and  were  isolated 
and  put  under  treatment.  Premises  were  kept  clean  and  in  good 
order.

Meat  Inspection  : I have  regularly  examined  slaughter-houses  in 
my  area  and  have  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  various 
viscera,  etc. 

Milk  and  Dairies : 1 have  carried  out  regular  inspections  of 

dairies,  byres,  cows  and  utensils.  Several  cases  of  mastitics  were 
detected  and  isolation  ordered  until  the  milk  samples  were  negative. 
The  standard  of  cleanliness  was  satisfactory. 

Bovine  Tuberculosis  Order:  Numerous  examinations  of  animals 
reported  under  the  Order  were  carried  out.  All  milk  samples  proved 
negative  on  examination. 

Sheep  Seal)  Order:  All  fairs  were  regularly  attended  and  sheep 
exposed  for  sale  were  inspected.  All  sheep  were  double  or  single 
dipped  to  comply  with  the  Sheep  Dipping  Order.  Repairs  were  carried 
out  to  several  dipping  baths  during  the  year  1948  but  several  baths 
are  still  urgently  awaiting  repair  before  the  1949  dipping  season 
commences.

Donegal  Area. 

Meat  Inspection : The  slaughter  houses  and  meat  shops  of  my 
area  have  been  inspected  regularly  and  the  standard  of  cleanliness 
and  general  hygiene  in  these  premises  was  satisfactory. 

Milk  and  Dairies : Inspection  of  the  dairies  in  this  area  revealed 
a satisfactory  standard  of  hygiene.  The  absence  of  a proper  cooling 
system  of  milk  in  these  dairies  is  regrettable. 

Bovine  Tuberculosis  Order : Fewer  suspected  cases  of  Tuber- 

culosis were  reported  than  in  the  previous  year,  while  there  was  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  farmers  who  had  their  cows  tuberculin 
tested. 

Sheep  Scab  : Sheep  exposed  for  sale  at  the  various  markets  were 
inspected  regularly.  There  were  no  outbreaks  of  sheep  scab  due 
largely  to  the  improved  facilities  for  dipping  brought  about  by  the 
erection  of  modern  baths  during  the  previous  twelve  months.

Donegal  County  Health  District 

The  above  Scheme  was  continued  in  operation  during  the  year 
1948  In  several  areas  it  was  not  possible  to  get  contractors  to  supply 
milk  with  the  result  that  Full  Cream  Milk  Powder  had  to  be  sub- 
stituted. This  powder  was  obtained  from  Mr.  W.  Murphy,  North 
King  Street.  Dublin. 

939  children  were  in  receipt  of  milk  or  milk  powder  on  31st 
December,  1948.  A sum  of  £3.032  10s  4d  was  expended  under  the 
Scheme  during  the  year. 

Letterkenny  Urban  District. 

The  duties  in  connection  with  the  Free  Milk  Scheme  are  not 
now  carried  out  by  the  Letterkenny  Urban  District  Council. 


Bundoran  Urban  District. 

The  Scheme  was  operated  from  the  4th  February  until  the  31st 
March,  1948,  and  541b.  of  full  cream  milk  powder  were  distributed 
amongst  necessitous  children,  in  the  absence  of  tenders  for  supply 
of  fresh  milk. 

Buncrana  Urban  District. 

No  scheme  was  in  progress  in  the  Urban  District  as  the  County 
Council,  as  the  Health  Authority,  has  been  responsible  for  the  oper- 
ation of  the  scheme  from  1st  April,  1948.  Up  to  that  date,  the  Scheme 
was  operated  by  the  Urban  Council  and  a sum  of  £16  was  spent 
on  supplies  of  Full  Cream  Milk  Powder.  The  scheme  was  supervised 
by  Mr.  J.  J.  Doherty,  Home  Assistance  Officer.

SUPERVISION  OF  MIDWIVES,  1948 

Miss  Casey,  Superintendent  Public  Health  Nurse,  reports  as 
follows: — • 

96  visits  of  Inspection  were  paid  to  79  Midwives.  Of  the  81 
Midwives  who  notified  their  Intention  to  Practice  in  1948.  6 left 
the  county,  4 ceased  to  practice  and  2 resided  in  Northern  Ireland. 

The  work  of  the  Midwives  was  satisfactory  generally.  One 
Nursing  Home  in  the  county  was  recommended  to  be  closed. 

80  visits  were  paid  to  Jubilee  and  McDevitt  Nurses  in  connection 
with  Child  Welfare  and  Tuberculosis  activities.  Their  work  was 
satisfactory.

REPORT  OK  MR.  J.  R.  KELLY,  B.D.S. 

During  the  year  1948,  twenty-one  (21)  Dental  Clinics  were  held 
in  fourteen  (14)  centres.  Of  the  total  children  recommended  for 
treatment,  622  or  approximately  70%  attended  and  were  treated. 

REPORT  OF  MR.  G.  O’LEARY,  L.D.S. 

During  the  year  1948,  14  Dental  Clinics  were  held. 

738  children  were  called. 

412  treated. 

311  failed  to  attend. 

15  did  not  require  any  treatment. 

Dental  caries  seems  to  be  on  the  - increase  in  most  areas,  and 
more  extractions  had  to  be  carried  out  for  the  younger  children. 
On  the  other  hand,  older  children  who  have  had  previous  treatment 
show  a decided  improvement  and  quite  a few  of  them  require  no 
further  treatment. 

REPORT  OF  MR.  D.  J.  BONAR,  B.D.S. 

During  the  year  1948,  I carried  out  18  Dental  Clinics,  the 
attendance  at  these  being  524,  or  roughly  75%  of  those  called.  A 
disturbing  feature  of  these  Schools  Dental  Clinics  is  the  fact  that 
in  a great  percentage  of  these  children  I found  that  their  first 
permanent  molar  teeth  were  in  an  advanced  state  of  decay  and  in 
many  cases  in  a very  septic  condition.  This  sad  state  of  affairs  would 
appear  to  be  due  mainly  to  the  fact  that  parents  fail  to  realise  that 
the  eruption  of  these  back  teeth  (which  incidentally  are  the  first 
permanent  teeth  to  erupt)  are  not  preceded  by  a corresponding  loss 
of  any  deciduous  teeth.  Thus  we  find  that  parents  are  inclined  to 
neglect  having  their  children  carry  out  even  the  bare  essentials 
of  oral  hygiene,  being  under  the  impression  that  it  is  a waste  of 
time  to  take  care  of  deciduous  teeth. 

I would  like  to  emphasise  that  it  is  absolutely  essential  for 
Dental  Health  that  children  at  a very  early  age  ought  to  be  tooth 
conscious,  and  should  be  taught  how  to  use  their  own  tooth  brush 
regularly,  morning  and  night.  Neglect  which  necessitates  conse- 
quential removal  of  deciduous  teeth  before  the  appropriate  time  for 
shedding  them,  leaves  the  country  an  appalling  legacy  of  under- 
developed and  overcrowded  jaws.
